Man Refusing To Confess

All of the men have dictated and 
signed confessions with the exception 
of Morgan, who, according to the de- 
tectives, is named in practically all of 
the confessions of the six men as the 
leader. He was being grilled late Fri- 
day night. 

Round-up of the seven men was 
launched Monday night when Radio 
Patrolmen J.. W. Ector and A. F 
Etheridge arrested two men who were 
loitering on Peters street and who had 
in their possession a brace and an as- 
sortment of steel bits. The men gave 
their names as Judson Kilpatrick, 18, 
of Birmingham, and Morris Green, 17, 
of East Point.

BY AUTO WORKERS 
URDERED BY UNION 


Dissension Between 
Federation and U. S. 
Auto Labor Board. 


DETROIT, March 1.—(4)—The na- 
tional council of United Automobile 
Workers called today for a secret 
strike vote among members of 176 
American Federation of Labor locals 
in the motor car industry. The action 
climaxed growing dissension between 
the American Federation of Labor and 
the national automobile labor board. 

Francis J. Dillon, American Fed- 
eration of Labor organizer, said the 
order did not necessarily mean a 
strike: would be ealled, as only the 
federation’s national officers had that 
authority. He intimated the order may 
have been issued in ai effort to de- 
termine just how strong the federation 
is in the industry. 

Explaining the step had been taken 
because of the federation’s dissatis- 
faction with metheds. the automobile 
labor board has used in conducting 
collective bargaining elections in auto- 
motive plants, Dillon said. 

“Now is the time to find out, once 
and for all, whether the workegs in 
the automobile industry want the 
American Federation of Labor. If 
they want the union, we will find it 
out through these strike votes. If they 
don’t, well . . .” 

200,000 Workers Involved. 

Approximately 200,000 workers are 
directly employed in the automobile 
industry. The labor board has already 
canvassed 89,273 of these workers in 
collective bargaining committee elec- 
tions and found only 3,926 of them re- 
porting American Federation of Labor 
affiliation. The elections showed 66,- 
821 reporting no labor union affilia- 
tion. 

Dillon declined to estimate the 
number of federation members employ- 
ed in the industry. William Green, 
federation president, who was here 
last week, estimated the members in 
good standing numbered about 20,000. 
He claimed approximately the same 
number had fallen in arrears of dues 
payments because of unemployment.

Appropriations Totaling 
$10,115,500 for 1936 and

$425,000 IS SET UP 
TO PAY PENSIONS 


Efforts To Prevent Tal- 
madge From Paring 
Board of Control, Uni- 
versity Funds Defeated. 


Completing action on the measure 
in the record-breaking time of two 
days, the house of representatives Fri- 
day adopted the biennial appropria- 
tions bill, after raising the appropri-

may be reduced if the an‘ -ated in- 
come falls short, the entire $4,250,000 
must go to the common schools.

The January-February Grand Jury 
of this court respectfully submits its 
ane and recommendations as 
O1IOWS: 


It has not been the function of the 
Grand Jury to make inspection of the | 
various departments of the county gov- | 
ernment, but we have busily applied | 
ourselves to the task of investigating | 
crimes and offenses against the law—| 
many of a serious nature and quite a'| 

large number of a petty and less seri-| 
ous nature. | 

In our two-month session we have | 
found a large number of murder in-| 
dictments, just as previous Grand | 
Juries have found, which has given | 
to this city and county the unenviable | 
reputation of being among the leaders. 
in prorata population of all cities in| 
bomicides. 

It must be understood that this) 
record is made in a large measure by | 
a population of shiftless, loafing and 
irresponsible negroes. Case after case 
—as many as three or four in a day's 
session—has come before this hody ) 
where killings have occurred among | 
this: class over the most trivial affair | 
—a nickel in a “crap game,” a few 
words over a dime, and sometimes | 
even without any apparent reason 
at all. 

Why Crime Record Is High. 

Stabbing to death, shooting to kill. | 
and other means of death among the 
idling negro class, both men and wom-) 
en, seems of no unusual concern to) 
this particular class, but this has, un- 
fortunately, given to Atlanta and Ful-| 
ton county a reputation for homicides 
that does not deserve to be accredited 
to our great hosts of law-abiding citi- | 
zens, both white and black. 

The Sibley Bill, 

This Grand Jury, joining the Grand 
Juries of many other counties over the) 
state, recently urged the législature | 
to pass the Sibley bill, known as 
Senate Bill Nos. 46 and 47. We re. 
gret exceedingly that this bill has 
been delayed and we are now informed 
bas been placed on the table in the 
senate with little chance of it becom- | 
ing law during this ‘session of the | 
legislature. 

The Grand Jury of Fulton county, 
perhaps more than any other Grand | 
Jury in the state, realizes the need | 
of this judicial reform in our crim-| 
inal laws. It is absolutely necessary | 
to stop the wave of state crime. It| 
will eliminate a number of technicali- | 
ties and delays that now make tardy 
the administration of justice. 

Among its chief features it gives to 
judges the power to prevent the sever- 
ance of trials, where more than one 
accused is involved in the same of- 
fense. 

In scores of the courts throughout: 
our ‘state the prosecutors know but) 
little or nothing of the operations of | 
gangsters. They operate in the large | 
cities. They operate in gangs—hold- 
ups, safe-blowers, burglars—and yet, 
when arrested, where many are in- 
volved in the same offense, each can 
demand, wnder our present antiquated 
laws, a separate trial, yet the evi- 
dence in each trial is exactly the) 
same. | 

This Grand Jury urges members of 
the Georgia Bar Association, which 
association approved this bill, and all 
others interested in seeing the crim- 
inal laws of our state revised to the 
point where technicalities and delays 
in trials can be obviated, and in other 
ways strengthened and greater econo- 
my effected, to keep this matter in 
mind and be prepared during the next 
session of the legislature to urge its 
adoption, 

The “Number Racket.” 

This Grand Jury is pleased to re- 
eat the language of the November- 
needle wk Grand Jury, when it said: 
“We heartily approve the policy of 
the criminal court of Atlanta in im- 
posing chain-gang sentences instead of 
fines on those convicted in the ‘num- 
ber racket.’ ” 

Our body is pleased to learn that 
the policy of chain-gang sentences is 
having a splendid effect in breaking 
up this “bug” or “number racket’— 
a violation of state laws that is pour- 
ing large sums of money into the 
pockets of the underworld and taking 
it from those who can little afford to 
lose it, but who are tempted by the 
gambling spirit. 

We respectfully recommend that the 
incoming Grand Jury continue to in- 
vestigate this evil. 

Fake Damage Suits. 

This Grand Jury has had brought | 
to its attention and has found indict- | 
ments against quite a few persons— 
black and white—involved in fake | 
damage suits. Sworn evidence has 
been presented to us that conspiring. 
with these offenders have been some 
of Atlanta’s well-known attorneys. 
Indictments were returned against 
them, and in three trials recently com- 
pleted juries in our criminal courts 
have found them guilty. We under-| 
stand there are yet other offenders | 
and other lawyers and doctors to be 
brought ‘before the incoming Grand 
Jury, and we commend the Solicitor- 
Generaf and his force for their dili- 
gence and activity in bringing these 
types of offenders to justice. This 
Grand Jury believes the members of 
the bar association should be deeply 
concerned in these cases, and should | 
give all co-operation possible to™the 
prosecution where guilt is apparent 
in order to keep their skirts clean 
and uphold the dignity and integrity 
of their association. 

Obscene Literature. 

The Grand Jury has been much 
concerned during its sessions with the 
facts presented it touching the circu- 
lation and distribution of obscene and. 
vulgar literature, pamphlets and pic- 
tures throughout the city. This body 
has been shocked, not only by a 
perusal of the literature in question, | 
but by the knowledge that much of 
the circulation of this salacious litera- 
ture was among the young boys and 
girls of our higher and grammer 
schools. | 

Several indictments have been re-) 
turned and a number of convictions in 
court have been made. But in order 
to gain the assistance of all fathers 
and mothers—in fact, of all good citi- 
zens—in breaking up the menace.,to 
the morals of our youths, this body 
called into conference a number of 
our leading men and women to coun- 
sel with us. 

Commission of Citizens. 

As a result a commission of citizens | 
was created at the request of the 
Grand Jury, and this body, headed by 
Rev. Herman L. Turner, has been 
doing most, effective work in helping 
the law-enforcing agencies to wipe out 
this evil. At a meeting of this com: 
mission held on February 25, 1935, 
the following recommendations were 
adopted and conveyed to the Grand 
Jury: 

“That the proper authorities of city 
and county be petitioned to allocate 
two each of regular, permanent police 
inspectors, whose duty and responsi- 
bility it shall be to discover the exist- 
ence of such literature and pictures 
in the mnews-stands, drug stores or 
wherever it is to be found, and to 
bring the responsible parties to jus-| 
-tice; and 

“That the necessary action be taken 
to make the manufacture or the dis- 
semination of such literature and pic- 
tures, through sales or otherwise, be 
made a felony instead of as at present 
a misdemeanor.” 

The Grand Jury heartily concurs 
in this recommendation and urges the 
city of Atlanta and the county of 
Fulton, through its propper and legal 
authority to compl? with this request.

To lay before the public some facts 
regarding the various police agencies 
of our county, we made a careful in- 
vestigation along eertain lines, par- 
ticularly as concerning Atlanta. 

The first matter we found is one 
we wish to approve most highly. 
There is being established in the de- 
partment a modern system of reports 
and records to be made on each com- 
plaint of law violation. The people 
of Atlanta are indebted to Chief Stur- 


ditant and Secretary Pendiey, who 
have worked out these report forms 
and also to the police committee for 
their approval of them. 
Under this system the department | 
will have a complete record from the. 
hour that the complaint is filed until 
the accused has been arrested and 
placed in custody of the proper courts, 
and a card index system with numer- 
ous cross-indexes will enable the offi- 
cials to identify a suspect with any | 
particular. crime that he may have 
committed in the preceding years. 
The backbone of this system is the 
patrolmen’s daily diary.

The Grand Jury has observed a 


marked difference of efficiency among |

Naturally, in a force of over three 
hundred and sixty men differences 
would be observable, but not to the 
extent that we have seen if the force 
had been properly selected in the first 
instance. This has led us to investi- 
gate the method of electing men as 
police officers of the city of Atlanta. | 

What City Code Provides. 

We find that the city code of 1924 
has many very commendable regula- | 
tions that were intended to safeguard | 
the force from internal and external 
politics in the securing of positions on | 
the force and in promotions, There | 
are four classes in the force. First, | 
the list of eligibles; second, the pro- 
bationary supernumeraries; third, the 
regular supernumeraries; fourth, reg- | 
ular officers. 

Section 2180 of the city code pro- 
vides that all appointments, promo- 
tions or selections shall be determined | 


by mental and physical examinations. | 
It is further provided that no man | 
shall be on the list of eligibles until 
he has successfully passed these ex- | 
aminations. We find that recently 
there has been an examination held 
of men who have been supernumer- | 
aries for as long as two years.

We have recent data concerning the 
police department of Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin, a city of over twice the popu- 
lation in 1930 as Atlanta, yet the 
number of arrests there in 1934 was 
30 per cent fewer than here.

195 DECATUR BUDGE 


Total of $96,000 Allocated 
to Schools; Tax Rate 
$1.50 Per $100. 


Budget for 1935, approximating 
$300,000 and allocating approximate- 
ly $96,000 to schools, was adopted 
Friday night by city commissien of 
Decatur. Tax rates were set at $1.50 
per $100, and tax complaints will be 
heard March 19. 

A move to co-operate in the estab- 
lishment of a metropolitan sewer sys- 
tem was made by the commission 
when it passed a resolution asking 
that a bill be approved by the state 
legislature to allow Decatur to con- 
tract with other cities in construction 
of sewers. 

Recommendation that another bill 
to amend Decatur’s charter so that 
city employes will be required to pass 
civil service examinations be adopted 
by the legislature also was made in 
a resolution. 

In addition to the year’s financial 
program, the Decatur commission 
agreed to pave a number of streets, 
including Marshall, Benson, Oakview, 
Hillyer, Fairview, Montgomery and 
Adair. It also voted to purchase a 
new radio-equipped automobile for the 
police department. 

In the budget, 8 3-10 mills were al- 
located to schools, 5 mills to bonds 
and sinking fund, and 1 7-10 mills 
to the general fund.

$25,000,000 TOTAL 
OF MELLON'S WEALTH 


PITTSBURGH, March 1.—(4)— 
Within 30 minutes of rapid-fire ac- 
tion, Andrew W. Mellon’s chief attor- 
ney today challenged the relevancy of 
many of the government's basic con- 
tentions in its attempt to collect $3.,- 
089,000 in income taxes from the fi- 
nancier and brought out that his per- 
sonal wealth was $205,000,000 on De- 
cember 1, 1931. 

The attorney, Frank J. Hogan, tak- 
ing over the questioning of Mellon’s 
confidential secretary, Howard M. 
Johnson, after seven days of cross-ex- 
amination, rewiewed one by one trans- 
actions which the government had 
termed “shadow sales” and brought 
out testimony intended to show the 
deals had nothing to do with Mel- 
lon’s income affairs. 

He cited a supreme court decision 
to show that under its interpretation 
Mellon never made a “short” stock 


‘sale; brought out that the Mellon-or- 


ganized Mellbank C. -poration paid no 
dividends in 1931, and carried the in- 
vestigators through a detailed descrip- 
tion of many of the Mellon holdings 
and transactions. 

That Mellon lost heavily during the 
stock market crash was evidenced on 
the basis of many figures introduced 
by Johnson. 

The original Coalesced Company, a 
holding concern organized in 1929, 
contained stock with a market value 
f more than $9,500,000 and in De- 
cember. 1931. this had shrunk to $3,- 
139.000, the figures showed.

“I obeyed him, and then the reso- 
lution was offered to remove me. «1 
then rose and asked if a citizen of 
Georgia and an American citizen had 
the privilege of defending himself on 
the floor of the legislature against at- 
tack.

$300,000 Contained in Re- 
lief Bill for New Office 
Structure in Atlanta. 


Erection of a $300,000 office build- 
ing in Atlanta to house the regional 
offices of the United States forest 
service is provided in the $4,880,000,- 
000 work relief bill now before con- 
gress, it was learned Friday. 

The forest service is now housed in 
the Glenn building on Marietta street, 
occupying several floors for the accom- 
modation of its office staff of 100 
workers. With the passage of the 
work relief bill, which provides for 
doubling the number of CCC camps 
in the region, the office staff will be 
increased to 125 and possibly more. 

Forest service plans provide for the 
purchase of a suitable building site 
somewhere in Atlanta’s business dis- 
trict and the erection of a modern of- 
fice building at a cost which may run 
up to $300,000 and will not be less 
than $200,000, it was said. 

Purchase of the site and plans for 
the building will be drafted as soon 
as the work relief measure passes con- 
gress and is signed by President 
Roosevelt. Inasmuch as the building 
will be erected as part of the govern- 
ment’s relief program, construction 
will start as soon as possible and the 
structure must be completed by June,

NONCHALANCE WASHINGTON, March 1.—The _lickings 

which the New Dealers have been taking 
lately from the lower courts have caused remarkably little pain on 
the inside here. The New Deal lawyers are maintaining a non- 
chalance which certainly suggests that they have boards appro- 
priately placed somewhere. 

They cannot afford to say so out loud, but they really believe 
that five members of the supreme court can be counted on to sup- 
port them whenever.they put up a reasonably respectable case. 

For this reason, they fear not the reversal suffered by the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority in the Grubb decision. They believe the 
lower court will be reversed. 

About the NRA adversities (Weirton, coal) they are not so sure. 
The truth is the best legal authorities have differed for some time 
about application of the NRA to businesses which are not in inter- 
state commerce. You may recall that the D. of J. ducked the Weir- 
ton prosecution more or less openly for months until organized 
labor brought such pressure as to force it to prosecute.

will uphold them whenever they give it a leg to 
stand on is a hidden paragraph in its decision nearly a year ago in 
the Minnesota mortgage case.

was voted down.

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HOLLYWOOD, Cal., March 1.— 
Cecil B. de Mille startled Hollywood 
when he built a catapult weighing 11 — 
tons for “The Crusaders,” his current 
film. This was considered the big- 
gest theatrical prop in cinemaland un- 
til he startled even himself by the 
size of the “tower” he had construct- 
ed for the filming of the siege of Acre 
in this picture. 

After much historical research. de 
Mille found that the “sige towers” of 
the time of the crusaders deserved the 
adjectives ‘stupendous” and_ colos- 
sal,” that had heretofore been saved 
for motion pictures. Whatever the 
actual crusaders used in combat was 
good enough for de Mille, so he or- 
dered a tower 50 feet high. with four 
platforms, the lowest of which would 
reach the top of an average city wall 
of the Middle Ages. 

. So when you see the siege of Acre 
in this film, you will have an idea of 
the magnitude of the medieval towers 
used to storm besieged cities. The 
particular tower made for ‘this pic- 
ture, which weighs 35 tons, has four 
platforms on it, each worked by a sep- 
arate mechanical contrivance. Sol- 
diers of different types will be sta- 
tioned on each platform, with archers 
on the top to be the “barrage” 
through which their fellow-fightens at- 
tempt the battle. The only difference 
between this machine of war and 
those used in the actual siege of Acre, 
is the fact that this machine will not 
be moved entirely by man-power. 
_Another interesting fact about the 
filming of this scene is that practi- 
cally every extra in Hollywood is in- 
sured of a job that week, seeing that 
Mr. de Mille plans to use more than 
1,000 men in the scene.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—(?)— 
Secretary Wallace late taday proclaim- 
ed the Keer-Smith tobacco control pro- 
gram applicable to the 1935 crop year 
and increased the tax on the sale of 
tobacco outside allotments from the 25 
per cent that was levied last year to 
33.1-3 per cent of the maximum al- 
lowed under the act. 

The control program applies to prac- 
tically all important domestic-types of 
tobacco, including flue-cured, burley, 
fire-cured, dark air-cured, and cigar 


| binder and filler. 


The proclamation extending the act 


‘is effective at the beginning of the 
‘erop year May 1, but as markets for 


some types of tobacco grown in 1934 
will not close until after that date, the 
secretary signed a second proclama 
tion leaving the tax rate at 25 per 
eent for the period from May 1 to 
June 30. 

In this two-month period, the secre- 


‘tary said it will not be possible for 


any tobacco grown in 1935 to be mar- 
keted.
